Russ Tighten 
Ring On Nazis 


MOSCOW, March 6.—(AP)—Soviet troops who fought 
through heavy shellfire have tightened the drawstring on the 
Rzhev-Vyazma pocket with recapture of Yukhnov, a fortified 
Ugra river town 120 miles southwest of Moscow, the Rus- 


sians said today. 

Smashing blows upon the cen- 
tral front came as Red army 
tanks and artillery continued to 
pound the encircled German 16tb 
army in the Staraya Russa sector 
te the north; 

About 1,000 Germans were said 
to have been killed in four engage- 
ments—-570 in the repulse of two 
Nazi counter-attacks, 400 in a day's 
fighting on a central front sector 
and “several dozen” trapped by an 
automatic rifle detachment which 
“dislodged the enemy from the 
village of ‘N.’” 

German planes raided Moscow 
during the night after a long lay- 
off, dropping bombs at randoin 
and inflicting insignificant dam- 
age” and some casualties, the Rus- 
sian radio said. The Soviet inform- 
ation Bureau said four raiders 
were shot down yesterday in the 
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vicinity of the capital, where the 

last alert was sounded Dec. 23. 
During the night attack, the sky 

over Moscow blazed like a First 

of July night from the bursting of 

Soviet anti-aircraft shells.

OTTAWA, March 6—(CP)—The 
dollar total subscribed yesterday 
to Canada’s Second Victory Loan 
was $40,177,800 slong with con- 
versions of $43,145,000 in Domin- 
fon of Canada bonds maturing 
May 15 and June 1, 1942, loan 
headquarters announced today. 
Yesterday's operations brought 

the cumulative total for the three- 
weeks campaign which ends Satur- 
day night to $739,964,750. Loan 
headquarters have expressed the 
hope that $900,000,000 will be sub- 
scribed by the time the books close. 
Original minimum objective was 
$600,000,000, the same as for the 
First Victory Loan last year. 


NEARING RECORD 


With 961,299 individual orders as 
at the close of business last night 
Canada’s Second Victory Loan came 
within 6,960 of equalling the record 
of Victory Loan 1941 when 968,259 
people subscribed. 

“It is now assured that further 
substantial conversion subscrip- 
tions will be obtained from hold- 
ers of these maturing bonds dur- 
ing the course of the next couple 
of days.” said G. W. Spinney, joan 
committee chairman.

Netherlands Indies head- 
quarters announced today

A Reuters dis- 
Patch said the invaders had re- 
treated to the north while the 
mountains resounded with artil- 
lery fire.

ADMIT CAPTURE 

A bulletin from N.E.I. headquar- 
ters admitted the capture of Jokya- 
karta, a city of 140,000 population 
in a Japanese thrust knifing almost 
to the south coast of Java. ‘ 

For all practical purposes, the 
622-mile-long island thus was cut 
in two in the central section. 

The Indies communique de- 
clared the situation was serious 
but still not hopeless and said 
fierce battles were raging 
throughout the island. with the 
Allies offering desperate resist- 
ance.

not to mention rubber and tin. (The 
United States already is facing an 
embarrassing rubber shortage; 
thanks to Japan.) 

In cutting off the oil supply cf 
the Indies, the Japanese have put 
a new and heavy burden on Allied 
shipping. Oil for the .United na. 
tions ig the Southwestern acif.c. 
New Zealand, Australia, India ani 
China must be hauled long dist- 
ances from American ports or across 
the Indian ocean from the Middle 
Eastern fields. China's problem is 
further complicated by the cutting 
of the Burma road. 

Hitler played his part, and prob- 
ably will continue to play it, by 
his successful submarine forays 
in the Atlantic. The attacks were 
conspicuously directed at tankers, 
of which there are none too many 
for the task at hand. Japanese 
submarines probably soon will 
be operating in the Indian ocean 
to further the campaign. 

Thus, while the United Nations 
have an ample supply of oil in Am- 
erica and the middle east, trans- 
portation difficulties are likely to 
prove a strain and a handicap. 

Russia's oi] problem is not acute 
and will not be as long as the Cau- 
casus and other southwestern fieids 
are held. This latter consideration 
brings up. the question of Hitler's 
oil needs and the part they may play 
in shaping his next war moves, 
NO AID TO HITLER 

The oi] area to which Japan now 
has access will be of no benefit to 
Hitler. His need for oi] must be 
pressing, especially in view of the 
drain on his resources caused by the 
struggle in Russia. He has been op- 
erating on reserves, synthetic pro- 
ducion, what he can get from the 
limited fields of Europe and vil 
stocks plundered from occupied 
countries, 

The last source Probably has 
been drained to the utmost. At 
the start of the war Hitler had re- 
Serves estimated at about equal to 
one year's production of the East 
Indies, This must be depleted af- 
ter two and a half years of war, 

Hence Hitler may be forced to 
strike elsewhere for oil. It has been 
suggested that his heavy losses in 
Russia and the prospect of a spring 
offensive there may alter. his sup- 
posed plan to drive for the fields 
of the Caucasus, Iran and Iraq, Nev- 
ertheless, he may be compelled to 
do it. 

It is not impossible that Hitler 
may abandon his plan for a spring 
offensive in north and central Rus- 
sia and concentrate heavily in the 
| South for a drive on Caucasus or 
| through Turkey. If he should get his 
hands on the French fleet, the 
Mediterranean situation would be 
altered radically and the oi] areas 
would be in real danger of attack. 
—V 


“Purple” Gasoline 
For Farm Engines 


OTTAWA, March 6.—(CP)—In- 
ternal combustion engines for farm 
and industrial machinery will be 
allowed ‘gasoline under the ration- 
‘ng system which starts April 1, 
Munitions Minister Howe said 
Thursday.

WAR NEEDS MET 

Mr. McKenzie spoke of the almost 
unbelievable changes and adjust- 
ments in Canada’s industry to mect 
the needs of the war situation. “We 

see agriculture adjusting itself to 
the new requirements as well,” he 
added. 

Germany today is conscripting 
labor in Europe to keep the cost 
of production at such a low level 
that Canadian economy could not 
possibly stand up in competition, 
he stated, 

This means that business must 
be definitely adjusted to meet this 
competition. Adjustments to recog- 
nize priorities, price control, and 
export and import restrictions must 
be made. 

Mr. McKenzie referred to the 
Lease-Lend Bill, the Atlantic Con- 
ference and the entry of the United 
States into the war as bonds bring- 
ing closer together than ever before 
the English speaking nations. 

Another cheerful element as 4 
result of the war is a new .disiri- 
bution in the national income, he 

declared. 

He asked that Canadians face the 
reality of the war situation and do 
all possible, financially, materially, 
morally and physically, before it is 
too late. All these necessities must 
be provided in increasingly larger 
amounts and unless they are pro- 
vided on a voluntary basis in suf- 
ficient amounts the government will 
be forced to compel assistance, he 
warned.

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What Chance Lower Taxes? 
PER Se Di le A ae ae 

The finance committee of the city 
council was well advised in recommend- 
ing approval of Ald. H. D. Ainlay’s mo- 
tion calling for ‘any necessary steps 
through negotiation or otherwise to ob- 
tain consideration of a lowered interest 
rate on city debentures”. Council, it is 
to be supposed, will agree, ahd instruct 
the commissioners to continue the 
study of the refunding problem. 

There is no problem of more urgent 
consideration in the whole range of 
civic affairs. For the reason that re- 
funding offers the only opportunity to 
effect any considerable reduction in 
the annual outlay, and therefore the 
only chance to make a substantial cut 
in the tax rate. 

On its bonded debt of nearly 26°4 
millions, the city is now paying an in- 
terest rate of more than 5 per cent. 
This rate, resulting from borrowing 
when money was dear, is altogether out 
of line with present rates of municipal 
and other securities. Money is now 
cheap, and 5 per cent is an artificial 
“rental,” only collectable because of 
long-standing contracts. The city bank- 
ers charge only 4 per cent on short 
term loans, which normally, and for 
valid reasons, carry higher rates than 
long term bonds. 

Aside from securing a reduction in 
these bond interest charges, there is no 
prospect whatever of making any seri- 
ous curtailment of expenditure. The 
city is growing, and running expenses 
will of necessity increase. Council now 
has before it proposals which, unless 
the interest charges can be brought 
down, would compel the collection of 
more tax money by one means or an- 
other. One possible means is the poll 
tax, for which the legislature is being 
asked to give authority at the present 
session. 

It will be fortunate if the increased 
expenditure made necessary by growth 
of population does not eat up more 
than the new revenue derived from 
the taxation of new homes. In any 
event, there is no hope that this new 
revenue can permit any notable reduc- 
tion in the rate of taxation. 

To meet expenditure the city now 
collects taxes and profits on and from 
the civic utilities amounting to more 
than a million dollars per year, but in 
addition has to levy a rate of more than 
5 per cent taxes on the assessed value 
of property. This rate is not only 
burdensome; it is ruinous. Competent 
authorities say that a tax rate of 35 
mills is all that real property can stand; 
that to collect more is to make proper- 
ty. an unprofitable investment. On that 
basis a rate of more than 50 mills is 
confiscatory. 

Theré is plenty of proof of this in 
the amount of property the city has 
taken over for non-payment of taxes. 
Whether owners relinquished property 
because they could not pay, or because 
they thought the property was not 
worth the taxes, the proof is equally 
conclusive—tax rates have been, and 
still are, too high. And there is ‘no 
possibility of getting the rate down to 
or near the 35 mill mark except 
through a new deal with the present 
bond-holders or a refunding operation 
which will cut bond interest rates down 
to present day levels. 

No city in western Canada has bet- 
ter security to offer than Edmonton. 
This city has never defaulted, in re- 
spect to an interest payment or a prin- 
cipal payment, in its whole history. All 
the service utilities are city-owned, and 
the group is regularly earning splendid 
profits. The property-owning’’ tax- 
payers have shown their fidelity by 
their action in keeping the city solvent 
while others in all parts of the contin- 
ent were defaulting and in many cases 
going into receivership, 

Edmonton therefore has good 
ground upon which to ask the present 
bond-holders to negotiate a reduction 
in interest rates; they cannot argue 
that their investment is in any sense or 
degree a risk. It has equally good 
ground upon which to approach other 
parties with a view to securing 4 re- 
funding loan and paying off the pre- 
sent bond-holders; no city can offer 
better security for such a Joan. 

In tackling the refunding proposal 
the commissioners will not be trying to 
“put something over” anybody. They 
have something to “sell”; the credit of 
a city that has never defaulted, that is

owns a full line of yevenue-earning and 
profit-making service utilities.

of 45,000 men south of Leningrad, with 
12,000 killed, and the capture of im- 
mense numbers of weapons and stores 
of supplies. When Hong Kong fell 
12,000 British troops were lost, through 
death or capture, and that ranks as one 
of the greatest disasters the Allies have 
suffered since the fall of France. But 
the Russians claim that in only one of 
the series of battles raging along the 
seventeen hundred mile front Hitler 
lost as many men killed as the British 
lost altogether at Hong Kong. 

This is a yardstick by which to esti- 
mate the multitudes of men engaged, 
the intensity of the Russian attacks, 
and the losses being inflicted upon 
the Nazis. 

Russian strategy has been free of 
adventurousness; it has chosen to give 
ground rather than attempt an ad- 
vance that would be too costly or risky. 
The present drive therefore carries the 
inference that Moscow has no misgiv- 
ing on the question of supplies, that 
Russian factories are coming back into 
production, and that the munitions 
streams from Britain and the United 
States are flowing in steady and grow- 
ing volume. If this is so, there is a 
chance that the Nazi super-blitzkrieg 
Berlin has been predicting may never 
get started.

Editor, Bulletin: Alderman H. D. Ain- 
lay is to be congratulated in getting the 
unanimous approval of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the City Council to instruct the 
city commissioners to use every means 
possible to secure a reasonable rate of 
interest on the 26 million dollars worth of 
bonds, which the city has outstanding. 

The city is paying more than 5 per cent 
interest on its bonds. This interest rate on 
the best security in Canada, cannot be 
justified. If the city was paying 3% per 
cent interest, it would be a high rate of 
interest, At the present time, the city is 
paying $400,000 annually in excess interest 
charges, 

Property owners are paying more than 
5 per cent in taxes on their property, The 
result of this high taxation has been to 
destroy the value of real estate in Edmon- 
ton, as a paying investment, The City of 
Edmonton, has taken from its citizens, 
through ruinous taxation, many millions 
of dollars which its citizens put in real 
estate, 

Our public utilities are earning profits 
in excess of $1,000,000 annually, all of 
which, the city is using to relieve property 
owvers of paying additional] taxes. 

Turn to the United States and you will 
find cities and the individual states paying 
interest rates of % of 1 per cent to as high 
as 1% per cent. Commercial companies in 
the United States today are only paying 
2% and 2% per cent interest on their 
bonds, 

The only relief possible for the tax- 
payers in Edmonton is in getting the in- 
terest charges down to not more than 3% 
per cent. Until the city does this, there 
is no possible chance to reduce property 
taxes, 

In proof of the statement that the 
present bond rates of interest are not rea- 
sonable, is the fact that the bankers for the 
city only charge 4 per cent on the city 
loans and as everyone knows, bank 
charges are always higher than the inter- 
est rates on long term securities.

Vital Job 

What do we actually find? 

Colonel George E, Deatherage, who is 
a raving pro-fascist, his activities thor- 
oughly well-known to organizations like 
the Friends of Democracy and the Dies 
committee, was executive engineer in 
charge of a naval construction job at Nor- 
folk, Virginia, until, under pressure of 
public opinion, he was removed by Colonel 
Knox, 

Paul Rao, a dubious lawyer denounced 
by many bar associations, is assistant 
attorney general in New York in charge of 
customs, 

Rao was the lawyer for Fritz Kuhn; for 
the outright Nazi publication, “Deutsche 
Weckruf und Beobachter”; for the Ger- 
man-American front, the Deutsche Kon- 
sum Verein; and for Willie Luedtke, ac- 
cused of kidnapping some secretaries of 
the Bund; and Walter Leiste who assaulted 
an American Legionnaire for making a 
patriotic protest at a Bund meeting. 

Rao also headed a committee that sent 
a medal and a check to Mussolini on the 
occasion of the tenth anniversary of the 
fascist revolution, And he married the 
niece of Generoso Pope, Italian language 
publisher, who, until the outbreak of war 
was making fascist propaganda contin- 
ually, - 
Recently two of Pope's editors, Vin- 
cenzo Gioffre, furious Italian nationalist 
and founder of the “Fascio San Eufemia 
d’Astromonte,” and Francesco Panciatichi, 
fascist and correspondent of Popolo 
d'Italia, were casually released from Ellis 
Island and restored to their newspapers. 

Herbert F. Oettgen is the president of 
Radio-Rundfunk, which produces and sells 
phonograph records in German. He re- 
corded the speeches of Kuhn, and widely 
advertised and sold records of Hitler, the 
Horst-Wessel-Lied and other Nazi march- 
ing songs, 

He has boasted of friendship with Bund 
leaders, And he is still, as I write these 
lines, speaking over the German-language 
hour WBNX, sponsored by German furni- 
ture stores. 

These are only a few isolated instances 
that happen to have come to my attention. 
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But since 1940 and preceding the Norman- 
die there were a whole series of explosions 
and fires in armament plants and inevit- 
ably they have been written down as 
“accidents.” 

One can only ask whether it was also 
an “accident” that among the employees 
of the Hercules powder plant, that ex- 
ploded in September, 1940, in New Jersey, 
were three men who only a short time be- 
fore had taken part in the drills of the 
German-American Bund in Andover, New 
Jersey; or whether it was also “just an 
accident” that five other men who parti- 
cipated in these drills were employed in 
the great Picatinny arsenal which suffered 
a blast about the same time. 

The Axis has always said that America 
would be “an inside job.” Holland, Bel- 
gium, France and Norway were also all, to 
a great extent, “inside jobs.” Cecil Brown 
has reported from Malaya what an “inside 
job” was done there; and we all know of 
the “inside jobs” in Hawaii. ; 

And so one asks: When will this coun- 
try wake up and make war on its enemies 
right here? 

Intelligence is the capacity to learn 
from experience. If there are no adequate 
statutes to deal with a reality, then the 
statues should be made.

Dutch Expect More Aid 


Loss of Java Would Involve Grave “ 


Consequences to Those Fight- 
ing Japs in Pacific 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Besieged Java looks now to Australia, 
Great Britain and the United States, but 
chiefly the United States, for the aid which 
it had been promised would continue to 
arrive unstintingly after the Japanese in- 
vasion, a canvass of military opinion be- 
hind the lines has revealed. 

Such a pledge had been explicity made 
by Gen. Sir Archibald P, 
Wavell in a recent state- 
ment. (Wavell, then su- 
preme commander of the 
United Nations, in the 
southwestern Pacific, has 
been transferred to India 
and Burma, his former 
command.) 

Also the White House 
has been quoted in Java 
as having given identical 
Seance to re N. 
Van leffens, oreign 
minister of Holland-in- Harold L. Weir 
exile on his recent visit to Washington. 

For the Dutch generals, the question 
of whether the Allies still want static war- 
fare in the South Pacific, with all that it 
implies for Java’s fate, is not an academic 
but a life and death question. 

The Dutch are perfectly willing to 
sacrifice if they are certain that greater 
offensive aims are served elsewhere. But 
they consider that the London and Wash- 
ington leaders, because of their unfamil- 
iarity with the South Pacific, still do not 
fully comprehend what Java's peril means 
in terms of Japan's future striking power. 


Sardonic 


Pictures of America's fighting planes 
adorn Netherlands East Indies magazines 
and placards beseeching Indonesian Dutch- 
men to contribute to Spitfire funds for 
the defence of Britain strike a paradoxical 
and sardonic note in the present situation 
when the first topflight American fighter 
or Spitfire has yet to be seen in the Java- 
nese skies, 

But what Dutchmen cannot make out 
is whether the Americans and British 
want a fluid war in the Pacific, with 
Japan kept busy everywhere, or a frozen 
war, with Japan merely checked by tem- 
porary stopgaps, pending disclosure of 
Germany’s plans. ; 

The Dutch want a fluid war, meaning 
that they want the Javanese front to keep 
the Ja busy as Douglas MacArthur's 
Philippine front, until the expected 
American naval offensive relieves both. 


Dutch View 


The following appears to be the Dutch 
view of the situation: 

1—Holding Java means forcing Japan 
to pump men and resources constantly 
along extremely extended and exposed 
lines of communication, because an inva- 
sion force is far more dependent on its 
bases of origin than an occupying force. 

2—Losing Java means backing upon 
Australia which, because of lack of har- 
bors, exposure to aircraft and insufficient 
loca] means of feeding an expeditionary 
force, means a clogged, static position. 
Maintaining an American front in northern 
Australia will be awkward and expensive 
as is Britain's quandary in Egypt. 

3—Holding Java means subtracting 
some pressure from MacArthur, plus in- 
creasing Jap uncertainty as to whether he 
will receive reinforcements. 

4—Losing Java means giving the Japs 
control of the naval base of Soerabaja, 
which is better than any other base near- 
by except i 
superior to Darwin, America’s next Best. 

5—Holding Java means diverting land 
forces which might otherwise be used in 
Burma; Burma cannot tie up the Japs 
like Java because only air and land forces 
are needed there, the navy's role being

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6—Losing Java means depriving the 
Allies of an opportunity for the safe re- 
covery of the Sumatran and Borneo oil- 
fields. - 

7—Holding Java means giving Russia 
a chance to resist Germany's spring cam- 
paign and possibly to launch a trans- 
Balkan offensive with greater likelihood 
that the far eastern back will remain 
covered by Japan’s Java Sea commitments. 

8—Losing Java means empowering 
Japan to attack Russia where and when 
she desires and to divert naval forces to 
block American aid from reaching Vladi- 
vostok. 

9—Holding Java means capitalizing 
upon the Allies’ second chance to defend 
Holland, thereby upholding the last spirit- 
ual capital for the prostrate but rebellious 
people of Europe. 

0—Losing Java means the removal 
from the 26-nation front of the last small 
country able to throw an effective rather 
than a token force into the field. 

11—Holding Java means creating bases 
for the eventual use of American forces— 
independent of Gen. MacArthur's Bataan 
command—still existing in the southern 
Philippines and Dutch raiders in Borneo 
and Celebes. 

12—Losing Java means opening the 
door to the Japs’ pan-Malayan movement 
already launched in the Straits Settle- 
ments, whereby Japan hopes to weld 
70,000,000 British and Dutch Malayans 
into a bottomless reserve of manpower 
for the already foreseen next war in 
which Japan intends to lead Asia's millions 
against the European and American 
hemispheres. 

13—Holding Java means maintaining a 
springboard for the desire growing in 
every American's heart to avenge Pearl 
Harbor and create thereafter a permanent 
pattern for security and economic oppor- 
tunity in Asia; without Java the offense 
cannot get under way. 

14—Losing Java means deepening in 
American and other countries that self- 
defensive spirit which, plus unprepared- 
ness, damaged Britain's continental cam- 
paigns and which is seen here—perhaps 
erroneously—as the chief achievement of 
Japan's surprise attack against the United 
States, 

15—Holding Java means fighting Japan 
from a base where the native population 
is friendly to Allied purposes, 

16—Losing Java means transferring the 
chief theatre of resistance to Burma and 
India where the natives vary from apa- 
thetic to rebellious, 

17—Holding Java means fortifying 
China by reducing the pressure against 
the Burma road and making the Jap 
navy's interference with war supplies en- 
tering the Bay of Bengal less effective. 

18—Losing Java means releasing Jap 
warships now needed for convoy work in 
the China and Javanese seas, not only 
for blockades of Rangoon and Vladivostok, 
but for interference with American con- 
voys to Australia and agitational sinkings 
off the Pacific coast. 

19—-Holding Java means honoring, by 
support, the British and Americans there 
who have been risking their lives in sub- 
marines, destroyers and bombers against 
odds varying from 4 to 10 to one and 
sending them help like that which everye 
one would like to be able to send to Mace 
Arthur, 

20--Losing Java means that the hard- 
working British and American forces are 
given an eventual choice between evacu- 
ating, which is unfair to the Dutch, and 
being lost with the island, without either 
alternative having been noticeably exe 
ploited in other theatres of war. 

Such are the reasons why the Dutch 
hope that the pledge, emanating from the 
Allied command, promising hath will be 
fulfilled with the aim of making Java 
another such Jap liability as the Bataan 
peninsula and Gen, Hein Ter Poorten, 
the Netherlands Ees!

Ottawa Debates 
Employment For 
Ex-Service Men 


OTTAWA, March 6.—(CP)— F. 
D, Shaw (N.D., Red Deer) said

ment te provide work after the 
war. 


Mr. Shaw, speaking on the bill 
to compel employers to reinstate 
soldiers, sailors and airmen in their 
civilian jobs after discharge, said 
the men in the forces, many of 
whom were unemplwyed before en- 
listment, would remember that the 
government was able to find money 
for the destruction of war. 

They would not be satisfied if 
told there was no money for con- 
struction work in peacetime,

The bill was debated throughout 
the afternoon and until late evening 
when it was given second reading 
and taken up in committee of the 
whole just before adjournment. 

Angus MacInnis (C.C.F., Van- 
couver East) said men in the forces 
ane now well fed, well clothed and 
enjoy some comforts. 

“These men are not going back 
to the box-cars after the war,” he 
added. 


“ECONOMIC DEMOCRACY” 

Mr, Shaw said that after the war 
Canada would have an expanded 
production capacity but a great 
financial debt.

Yet while the 
government wag unable to spend 
that much for constructive, wealth- 
creating work, it proposed to spend 
$2,000,000,000 during the next fiscal 
year on war and destruction.

Proposal For 
Ct ity Poll Tax 
Is Eliminated 


A clause authorizing the city of 
Edmonton to levy a poll tax up to 
$10 a year was eliminated from 
proposed amendments to the city 
charter when the bill was dis- 
cussed by the legislature's com- 
mittee of the whole, Thursday. 

Withdrawal of the clause was 
made at the request of D. M. Dug- 
gan, Ind, Edmonton, who said city 
officials were in favor of the dele- 
tion in view of the possibility of 

some form of uniform charter for 
Alberta cities being introduced at 
the next session. 

The clause would have given au- 
thority to make a tax not exceed- 
ing $10 a year on every adult resi- 
dent, with certain exemptions. A 
poll tax clause already in the 
charter was repealed at the same 
time 

With this and other changes, the 
bill to amend Edmonton's charter 
was reported for third reading by 
the committee. 

Among provisions in the bill were 
a clause requiring employers to 
grant time off with pay between 4 
and 6 p.m., in the day of an elec- 
tion to any employee for the pur- 
pose of voting. 

The city also was empowered to 
regulate the hours at which milk 
or cream deliveries may be made 
in the city. 


Another clause permits impound- 
ing of bicycles where the owner is 
convicted of a breach of a bylaw 
with respect to the use of a bicycle 
within the city 

Provision also is made that the 
city may let a public transit fran- 
chise to a private operator on a 
route not served by the street rail- 
way system and that no transfer ar- 
rangement shal] exist between the 
city-owned service and the private 
service, 

It is also provided that the city 
may extend its street railway or bus 
lines to serve war industries, such 
as the aircraft repair plant, and may 
charge fares on the extension high- 
er than the regular fares on other 
parts of the system

General M. Cohen 
Reported Killed 


Former resident of this city, Gen- 
era] “Two-Gun” Morris Cohen, once 
commander-in-chief of the Chinese

Born in London's east end, the 50- 
year-old Cohen came to Canada at 
the age of 15 and settled in Winni- 
peg where he was well known in 
Jewish and Chinese circles. Later 
he conducted for a time, a real- es- 
tate business here. He took an active 
part in organizing the Chinese 
Nationalist League. In 1922 he went 
to Canton, China, where he becam 
associated with Dr. Sun Yet Sen, 
founder of the Chinese Republic 

He became commander-in-chief 
of the Chinese Nationalist army. He 
left China in 1928 but returned later 
and resumed his army duties. 

No details of where Gen, Cohen's 
capture or death occurred is given 
in the story.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


The use of the scales at least once 
weekly to determine the small 
baby's gain in weight is almost an 
imperative ceremony, There is iio 
other way in which it is possible 
to determine the baby's progress 

Babies fret at the breast, or 
turn away from it and refuse to 
nurse any longer, The question is 
whether there is nothing in the 
breast or whether the baby has 
already eaten his fill? The scales 
must be brought in to clear up 
the hewilderment. 

In hospitals |’ is quite common 
practice to weigh the baby ‘efore 
and after each nursing to determine 
the amount of breast milk the baby 
réceives at each feeding. This makes 
it far easier to decide why a baby | 
cries after some feedings and is 
placidly or sleepily content after 
some others. } 

The weekly ceremony of weigh- | 
ing should take place at the same 
time each week and in the same 
state of dress or undress. If the 
baby is weighed at home, it 
should be done in the nude. If 
the baby is weighed weekly or 
biweekly at a clinic, it is likewise 
done in the nude. j 

But if the weighing must take 
place at the grocer's or butcher's, 
then baby may be dressed weekly in 
the same selection of garments, and 
the gains in weight will be just as 
apparent as if the weighing were 
done naked. , 

The gain each week should be 
noted on a weight chart supplied 
by the doctor or clinic for this pur- 
pose. As the weight cach week is 
dotted in to the square indicating |

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Administration Alberta 
Debt Adjustment Act Is 
Impartial Maynard Says 


Denial that there had ever been 
any political interference with the 
atiministration of the Debt Ad- 
justment Act was made in the 
legislature ‘Thursday by Hon. 
Lucien Maynard, K.C., minister of 
municipal affairs. He replied to a 
charge made Wednesday by 5. C, 
Mahaffy, K.C., Ind., Calgary, that 
he (the minister) had “intermed- 
died” in the affairs of the debt 
adjustment board. 

Had the Calgary member known 
the late W. Loree, former chairman 
of the board, Mr. Maynard said, “he 
would never have left the infer 
ence that Mr. Loree would have 
suffered any political interference. 
Rather than put up with any pol- 
itical interference with his adminis- 
tration on the board, Mr. Loree 
would have resigned.” 

Mr. Maynard said it was true Mr 
Loree had asked permission to dis- 
cuss with him certain cases and ap- 
plications which came before the 
board and that, whenever a Case 
was brought to his attention, he 
had given it study as he considered 
that to be his duty as the minister 
under whose department the board 
was placed. 

REPRESENTATIONS MADE 

But often representations were 
made to the board and to himself 
by members of the legislature from 
both sides of the house and each 
case was considered purely on ils 
merits, the minister said. “There 
Was not one case where I can say 
that there was any unfairness in the 
Debt Adjustment Act administra- 
tion.” he said, 

The minister spoke following an 
address by Mr. Mahaffy, when the 
house was in committee of the 
whole to consider estimates. Mr. 
Mahaffy spoke to the item in the 
estimates for the debt adjustment 
board, recommending a broad poi- 
icy to adjust farmers’ debts and as- 
sist farmers to re-establish them- 
scles on.a profitable basis. 

The Calgary Independent had 
commenced his address on Wednes- 
day and made his proposals on 
Thursday, advocating that the leg- 
islature give to the courts the power 
to reduce farmers’ indebtedness on 
a basis which he termed “1942 
equity.” He also urged the crea- 
tion of a “farmers’ advisory coun- 
cil” to assist farmers to straighten 
out their finances, represent them 
in debt suits and advise them on 
@gricultural methods and manage- 
ment, 


MOTION ‘DEFEATED 

Mr. Maynard, in his reply, declar. 
ed that many of the proposals made 
by Mr. Mahaffy were already being 
carried out by the debt adjustmen: 
board and by the department of 
agriculture field servite. 

Mr. Mahaffy concluded his ad- 
dress by making a motion that tne 
Debt Adjustment act appropriation 
Of- $47,470 be laid aside to give the 
government an Opportunity to re- 
consider the whole private debt 
situation and consider the establish- 
ment of & farmers’ advisory council. 

When Mr. Maynard had finish- 
ed his reply. Mr. Mahaffy’s mo- 
tion was put to the house and was 
defeated by & voice vote. The 
members then immediately pass- 
ed the Item and the remainder of 
the municipa} affairs department 
eatimates, totalling $248,550. 

Early in his address on Thursday, 
Mr. Mahaffy said that while the law 
is continually changing it some- 
times lags behind conditions unless 
parliament and legislatures are con- 
tinually on the alert. He suggested 
that a “law reform committee” be 
formed in Alberta, similar to such 
committees in England.

Assuming that changes were made 
im the Judicature Act to assure 
greater equity, Mr. Mahaffy said, 
there were still many problems, A 
judge must have full information 
as to a debtor's honesty or dis- 
honesty, whether his position was 
*hopeless* @r whether, given a 
chance, he could work out 

He proposed the formation of a 
Farmers’ Advisory Council, com- 
posed of men “of the highest order,” 
to include practical farmers, a body 
which must be non- political, 
“broad-minded and imaginative.” 


CONSULTANT BODY 

This body, he said, should be a 
consultant for any farmer in finan- 
cial difficulty, investigate his abil- 
ity and methods and his farm, see 
him through a- hearing with the 
Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 
Act, advise him on his methods and 
farm management and canvass the 
possibility of securing a loan for 
him from the Farm Loan Board. 

In cases where a farmer's ability 
to succeed was jeopardized by poor 
land or a poor district, the council 
could encourage and assist him to 
change his location. It could also 
prepare a record and a brief for 
him to sponsor his case where he 
faced a court suit. 

Mr. Mahaffy said his suggestions 
were made purely as his own feel- 
ings in the debt problem,

Loan Companies 
Avoid Alberta

July 9 Tf acquainted our member 
companies that operate under the 
National Housing act with the con- 
tents of your letter by sending 
them a copy of same. After hav- 
been afforded an opportunity 
fo study the situation, these com- 
panies have asked me to advise you 
of their reaction of its contents 

“The experience of these com 
panies in Alberta in recent years 
has been that legislative measures 
enacted by the Alberta legislature 
and administered under the direc- 
tion of the Alberta governmet: 
have greatly increased the ordin- 
ary risks of business in Alberta. 

“In their capacity of trustees, 
the companies consider that they 
would be disregarding their trust 
if they were to place at risk in 

Alberta additional moneys in the 
face of this past experience and 
in the absence of evidence that 
the legislation and the polictes 
represented thereby are to he 
modified to a position where the 
creditor may recover moneys 4d- 
vanced by him with — interest 
within the measure of the debtor's 
assets and ability to pay.” 

This letter, he said, supported his 
view that the companies had re- 
fused to make loans and that they 
held out for repeal of the govern- 
ment's debt adjustment policies 

The provincial treasurer also touk 
exception to Mr. McNab's statement 
that Mr. Low had not even ac- 
knowledged a letter from Mr. Fortin 
asking for details of a proposed tri- 
partite agreement between the 
Dominion, province and loan com- 
panies for making housing loans in 
Alberta. 

Mr. Low said that Mr. Fortin, in 
his letter, had merely asked him if 


ing 


he “could get anything from the 
federal government’ on the tri- 
partite agreement and, if he couid 
fo let Mr Fortin know about it 
This Was the only point needing a 
reply, Mr. Low said, and he had 
been unable to get any informa 


tion from the federal government 


WROTE DIRECTOR 
To try to obtain information on 


this subject, Mr. Low said he had 
written on March 8 1941, to F. W 
Nichols Ottawa, federal housing di 
rector His letter to Mr. Nichols 
was as follows 

“While I was in Ottawa at the 
dominion-provineial conference in 
January, IT met with Mr. Fortin of 
the Dominion Mortgage Loan As- 
sociation and talked with him the 


possibility of loans under the Dom- 
inion Housing Act being extended 
fo the province of Alberta 

"I pointed out that in some 
quarters it had been suggested 
that a tri-partite agreement of 
some sort te entered into among 


province, dominion and loan com- 
pany. for the purpose of further 
securing the loans made under the 
act in the province of Alberta. 1 
believe the suggestion originated 
with the Calgary Board of Trade. 

“I told Mr. Fortin that we were 
quite ready to enter into any kind 
of agreement that would be suitable 
to them and to the federal govern- 
ment. 

“Mr. Fortin suggested in a letter 
just recently received at this office 
that I ascertain whether the gov- 
ernment of Canada would be will- 
ing to enter into some such tri- 
partite agreement for the purpose 
of rendering the loans made under 
the Housing Act in Alberta abso- 
lutely secure in the future, Appar- 
ently what they have in mind is 
complete immunity from any debt 
adjustment legislation which might 
in the future be put into effect by 
the government of the province of 
Alberta. 

“E have pointed out repeatedly 
that the present arrangement un- 
der the Housing Act gives them 
that guarantee, particularly if the 
province of Alberta puts through 
legislation removing the dominion 
housing loans from the terms of 
the present debt adjustment laws 
Or any that might be passed in the 
future, 

“This does not seem to be enough, 
however, and the suggestion is that 

an agreement be reached with the 
federal government having the 
effect of providing a further guar- 
antee that should any debt adjust- 
ment legislation be put through the 
legislature of Alberta in future 
affecting dominion housing loans, 
that the federal government would 
have the right to step in and dis- 
allow such legislation on the 
ground that it would violate the 
tri-partite agreement 


PREPARED TO ACT 

“1 would appreciate it very much 
if you would communicate with me 
4s soon as possible, setting out the 


dominion’s attitude toward the sug- 
gestion of the Calgary board of 
trade. 

“We are ready to bring in to 
this present session any legista- 
tion which it is deemed neces- 
sary to provide in order , that 
dominion housing loans can be 
extended to our province and 
further, we are ready to enter 
into a tri-partite agreement, if 
such can be worked out satisfac- 
torily to yourselves and the mort- 
gage companies, 

“Let me know, then, at your con- 
venience the attitude of the senior 
government, so that I can have the 
legislation drafted and 
put through at this session.” 

Mr. Low said the only reply he 
received was from Mr. Nichols’ 
office, dated March 14, as follows: 
"We acknowledge your letter of 
March 8 and wish to advise you 
that Mr. Nichols is out of the city 
for a week or so. Your letter will 
be brought to his attention when he 
returns.” 

There had been nothing since, 
and of course nothing to send on to 
Mr. Fortin, said Mr. Low
